AMERICAN ORIGIN. 


The first of Andrew Oliver’s name and line in America 
was Thomas Oliver (Ollyver) who with wife and family 
sailed from London, England, on March 7, 1631-2 in the 
ship ‘‘ William and Francis’’, Captain Thomas, and ar- 
rived in Boston on June 5, 1632 where he died on January 
1, 1657-8 ‘90 years old’’. This Thomas Oliver was Ruling 
Elder of the First Church in Boston 1632-1658, one of the 
Selectmen of the Town 1634-1639, of the ‘‘Allotters”’’ 
1634, of the ‘‘Arbitrators’’ 1635, of the Commission to 
settle the boundary between Boston and Cambridge 
1640. By profession a Chirurgeon. 


His son Peter Oliver, born in England in 1618, died 
in Boston April 11, 1670, was one of the ten founders of 
the South or Third Church in Boston in 1669, and a Trus- 
tee under Madam Norton’s Deed of Gift to the church, 
Cornet of the Suffolk Troop of Horse, one of the Select- 
men of Boston 1653-56, 1661-70, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures 1655; and at his death Captain of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston. He was 
a merchant. His brother John graduated from Harvard 
College in 1645. 


Daniel Oliver, the youngest of four sons of Captain 
Peter Oliver, was born in Boston February 28, 1664 and 
died there July 23, 1732. He was a merchant shipowner, 
one of the Selectmen of Boston 1699-1701, 1703-1709, 
1711, 1712, Overseer of the Poor 1715-1730, Justice of 
the Peace, a member of the Governor’s Council 1724—, 
one of the Commissioners in New England of the Society 
for Propagating the Gospel among the Indians. His 
brothers, Peter and James, graduated from Harvard 
College in 1675 and 1680 respectively. 
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Andrew Oliver of the fourth generation in America, 
the third ehild and son of Hon. Daniel Oliver and Eliza- 
beth (Belcher) Oliver, and named no doubt for his grand- 
father, Andrew Belcher, was born at Boston on March 
28, 1706. A. B. Harvard 1724, A. M., Member of the 
American Plilosophical Society, Representative at the 
General Court of the Province 1742-6, Member of the 
Governor’s Council 1746—, Secretary of the Province 
1756-1770, Lieutenant Governor 1770-1774, one of the 
Commission to settle the boundary between New York and 
New Jersey, 1769. He married at Boston on June 20, 1728, 
Mary Fitch his first wife, daughter of Col. Thomas Fitch 
of Boston and Abiel (Danforth) Fitch, who was born at 
Boston October 28, 1706 and died November 26, 1732.

(A. B. Harvard 1718, Judge of the Superior Court of 
Massachusetts 1746-1772, Chief Justice 1771-72), and 
Mary (Bowles) Lynde, and died on December 4, 1799 at 
Salem, to which place he had removed after his house 
in Boston was destroyed in the great fire of March 19-20, 
1760. Mrs. Mary (liynde) Oliver died at Salem on De- 
eember 26, 1807.

Ordained 1785, Lay 
Reader at first and then Rector of St. John’s Church, 
Providence, R. I. 1783-1786, Rector of St. Michael’s 
Chureh, Marblehead 1786-1791, of St. Thomas Church, 
Garrison Forest, Baltimore County, Maryland 1793-1797, 
He married at Salem on June 7, 1778 Sarah Pynchon, 
daughter of Wiliam Pynchon, A. B. Harvard 17438, and 
Katharine (Sewall) Pynchon, who died at Salem March 
138, 1832.

They had one son Andrew born in Boston 
on Mareh 14, 1763, who was sent to England in 1775 by 
an uncle and edueated at a school near London, returned to 
America in 1782 and married at Trinity Chureh Newport, 
R. I. on June 16, 1787, Ann Toward, daughter of Martin 
Iloward, Chief £ Justice of North Carolina 1767-1773, and 
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Ann (Brenton) (Conklin) Howard, who died on or about 
Mareh 28, 1791 leaving a daughter, Ann Iloward Spooner, 
born at Boston June 11, 1785 and a son, Andrew, born 
there November 15, 1789. ‘Their father married on or about 
April 29, 1798 as his second wite, Hlzabeth Sparhawk of 
Cambridge, daughter of Nathaniel Sparhawk, Jr. and 
Catherine (Sparhawk) Sparhawk and great-granddaughter 
of Sir William Pepperell, who died in September 1800, age 
32, leaving a daughter Klizabeth Sparhawk Spooner, born 
November 25, 1799. Andrew Spooner died at Laguira as 
appears from his death notice in the Columbian Centinel of 
January 23, 1802.

7. Sarah, born September 18, 1745, married at Boston on 
October 10, 1770 to her first cousin, Thomas Hutchinson, Jr., 
removed to Halifax in 1776 and then to England, and died 
in England on May 1, 1802, and was buried at Heavitree, 
Devon. She left issue. 


8. William Sanford, born April 8, 1748, married at 
Susannah Honeywell, daughter of 


removed to Halifax in 1776 and later settled at St. John, 
New Brunswick, where he was first Sheriff of the County 
and in 1782 Marshall of the Court of Vice Admiralty; at his 
death on February 22, 1813 Sheriff of the County and 
Treasurer of the Colony. His first wife died in 1784 and 
he twice remarried, his second wife Mrs. Catherine Menzies 
on September 27, 1787 at St. John, where she died May 
10, 1803, aged 41. Ilis son Wilham Sanford Oliver, born 
in Rhode Island on March 8, 1774, beeame a Captain in the 
Royal Navy and died at Truro, Cornwall, on July 26, 1845. 
There were other children. 


9. Peter, born September 17, 1749, A. B. Harvard 1769, 
M. D. Marisehal College, Aberdeen 1790, married at Salem 
on or about November 19, 1774, Love, daughter of Col. 
Peter Frye and Love (Pickman) Frye, removed to Halifax 
in 1776 thence to New York and England and died in London 
on April 4, 1795 without issue. Surgeon of the First or 
Royal Regiment of Dragoons. His widow, married Admiral 
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Sir John Knight and died at Cainberwell, near London 
in 1839. 

10. Martha, born July 18, 1751, died November 19, 1751. 

11. Jonathan, born November 18, 1752, died November 19, 
172. 

12. Thomas, born Mareh 22, 1754, died June 3, 1754. 


13. Brinley Sylvester, born September 6, 1755, A. B. Har- 
vard 1774, R. N., removed to England in 1774, married 
Sarah Louise Barton and died in England without issue, 
in July 1828. Tle was Purser on the Culloden at the Battle 
of the Nile. 


14. Louisa, born July 16, 1759, removed to Halifax in 
1776 and thenee to England in 1779, and died unmarried 
at Ilenley in Arden, England, on December 31, 1800. 


So all of the children of Lt. Governor Andrew Oliver 
and Mary (Sanford) Oliver who were then living migrated: 
at the time of the Revolution to Nova Scotia or Mneland, 
and none returned except Elizabeth Lyde. llowever, 
Andrew Spooner, a grandson, also returned. 


‘‘T have often heard my mother speak of the shipload of 
Olivers and Hutchinsons who at the time of the Revolution 
went to England calling themselves ‘Sturdy beggars’ * * *”’

The following intermarriages have occurred between 
certain deseendants of Governor Thomas. Hutchinson 
and certain descendants and a nephew, of Lieut. Governor 
Andrew Oliver: 


On February 1, 1770 at Boston Peter Oliver, Jr. (1741- 
1822) A. B. Harvard 1761, nephew of Lieut. Gov. Andrew 
Oliver, married Sarah Ilutchinson (1745-1780) a daughter 
of Governor Tlutchinson. 


On October 10, 1771, at Boston, Sarah Oliver (1745-1802) 
daughter of Lieut. Governor Oliver, was married to her 
first cousin, Thomas Ilutchinson, Jr. (1740-1811). 


On October , 1811 at Heavitree, Devon, William 
Sanford Oliver, Jr. (1774-1845) grandson of Lieut. Governor 
Oliver, married Mary Oliver Hutchinson (1773-1833), his 
first cousin, daughter of Sarah Oliver and Thomas Ilutehin- 
son, Jr. 


On May 10, 1836, Rey. John Ilutchinson (1793-1865), son 
of Gov. Ilutchinson’s second son, Klisha, married Martha 
Oliver Hutchinson (1812-1863), daughter of his first cousin, 
Rev. William Ilutechinson, who was the son of Thomas 
Ifutehinson, Jr. and Sarah Oliver, his wife. 


On July 1, 1837, Mary Hutchinson Oliver (1813-1852) 
daughter of William Sanford Oliver, Jr. was married to her 
first cousin, Frederie Oliver Hutchinson (1814-1873) son of 
Thomas Hutchinson, 3rd. 


On February 22, 1841, at Rotherhithe, Rev. William Huteh- 
inson Oliver (1816-1873), son of Wilham Sanford Oliver, 
Jr. married his first cousin Rachel Frances Hutchinson 
(1806-1894), daughter of Thomas Hutchinson, 3rd. 


Elizabeth Mary Oliver, born May 22, 1842 and died 
unmarried May 12, 1876, sole offspring of the marriage 
last recorded above, is believed to have been the last 
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deseendant of the Oliver name of those of the family who 
removed to England at the American Revolution. 


Thomas Hutchinson Oliver of Great Yarmouth, Nor- 
folk, who died unmarried on February 4, 1865, in his 93rd 
year, is believed to have been the last representative of 
Dr. Peter Oliver and Sarah (Hutchinson) Oliver, whose 
marriage is the first above recorded. 
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
